Congressman Broussard of Louis- 
jana attempted to amend this section 
of the bill so as to make it apply only 
to Panama Canal traffic. Broussard 
proposed to give the President au- 
thority to say when a ship should be 
excluded from the canal because of 
its railroad affiliations. The Brous- 
#ard amendment was defeated by a 
vote of 206 to 63, and the most 
sweeping provision offered by the 
House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce was. retained in 
the bill. 

No roll call was taken on the pas- 
sage of the bill proper and the votes 
on the contested items in the measure 
were along non-partisan lines. 

Chairman Adam@on, of the In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee, tgok charge of the bill. Other 
members opposed the Doremus 
amendment .for free tolls on the 
ground that it amounted to ship sub- 
sidy and was in violation of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty. 

The bill in its original shape au- 
thorized the President to assess tolls 
through the canal, but specifically pro- 
hibited the President from granting 
preferential tolls to ships of any na- 
tion, including the United States. The 
Dorcmus amendment gives free ac- 
cess to the canal to all vessels flying 
the American flag which are engaged

AND HARBOR ROAD. 


Issues to Be Decided at Next Tues- 
day's Election Discuseed by Men 
and Women Speakers Under Aus- 
pices of Semi-Socialist Organiza- 
tion——Varied Views. 


Under the auspices of the Alembic

Mrs. Charies Farwell Edson opened 
the evening's discussion by speaking 
to the point in faver of the tuber- 
culin test. She declared the test 
would be made without cost to the 
owners of miich cows and that in 
Denmark and other countries it has 
been used for years to the wonder- 
ful improvement of the herds and the 
saving of many babies’ lives. 

Dr. Lauta Locke spoke in opposi- 
tion to the ordinance and denounced 
the test as unnecessary and worth- 
less, asserting that 95 per cent. of all 
tuberculous cows could be determined 
from physical examination. She said 
the cows in the most advanced condi- 
tion of the disease are immune to the 
test. and so escape and are branded 
as O.K. 

F.C. Finkle opened the discussion 
on the harbor boulevard ordinance, 
speaking in favor of it. He laid the
